(For Use by County Committees) 


In determining performance under the 1944 sugar beet program county 
committees will follow the general policy in effect for determining per- 
formance under the 1944 agricultural conservation program and the work 
will be combined to the greatest practical extent. 


Farming Unit Report Form 


A form SB-802, Farming Unit Report, will be completed for each sugar beet 
producing farming unit in the county. FARMING UNIT means all land which 

is farmed by an operator within a State. Moreover, if land in more than 
one State is farmed by one operator and if any of the work stock, farm 
machinery, and labor which is used on the land in one State is also used 

on land in another State, all of such land shall be considered as one farm- 
ing unit. A TRACT means any portion of a farming unit on which a crop of 
sugar beets was planted for harvest in which crop at least one producer has a 
different interest from that which he has in the sugar beet crop on any 
other such portion of the farming unit. 


1944 Sugar Beet Growers 


The State committee will secure from sugar companies and furnish to county 
committees Lists of growers with whom beet sugar companies have contracted 
for the 1944 crop of sugar beets. These lists will include the names and 
addresses of growers, the location of growers by townships or loading sta- 
tions, and the factories for which the acreage is contracted. This informa- 
tion should be transferred in the county office to the heading af forms 
SB-802 preparatory to the determination of performance. ‘Such forms are to 
be arranged in alphabetical order according to the names of producers for 
each loading station or minor civil division, and are to be numbered be- 
ginning with number (1) and continuing consecutively for all forms for the 


county 


Determination of Sugar Beet Acreage 


County committees should attempt to secure acceptable measurements of sugar 
beet acreage from growers or sugar companies. However, these measurements 
should be checked with farm maps wherever possible. Although there are no 
limitations on acreage, correct acreage data are important in determining 
wages, abandonment and deficiency payments, and records of production.

Since it is im Be 
practical under war conditions to determine performance in accordance with the . 
procedure followed prior to 1942, county committees will depend largely upon — 
the certification of producers in this particular. However, representatives .. 
of county associations should investigate cases of apparent violations which 

are observed as well as ceses of alleged violations that otherwise come to ~ 
their notice and should report their findings in a statement to be attached to 4 
form SB-802 so that appropriate deductions may be made from payments. Kes 


Wage Rates 


Persons who determine performance should be fully informed concerning the pro- 
visions and interpretations of both the 1943 and 1944 wage rate determinations. 
more questions regerding compliance with the 1944 determination are likely to 
arise because of the requirement of the payment of wage rates agreed upon but 
which shall be no less than-the basic 1943 rates. Higher-than-minimum rates 
or special bonus plans will be in effect in many areas. Representatives of 
“county associations should be well informed concerning prevailing rates and 
effective bonus plans. Wage claims will be handled on forms $B-503 and $B-504 | 
according to instructions set forth in Part VII of SB-506. 


Farming Practices 


The requirements and specifications of faming practices are identical to those — 
in effect for 1943, except for an additional practice for the Red River Valley 
area of Minnesota and North Dakota. Details regarding this practice should 

be entered as item 7 of section III of §Bp-802. Only sufficient practice to 
meet the requirements, one-half acre for each acre of beets (except in Califer- 
nia ), need be listed. If performance is not checked with growers in time 

to provide opportunity for late compliance, growers should be adequately warn- 
ed of this requirement. 

In States other than California, if sugar beets are planted on rented acreage 
which would otherwise be part of another farm, as much as 75% of the required 
practices may consist of practices carried out on such other farm in excess 

of any-practices required for sugar beets planted thereon. Example: 40 acres 
of beets planted onsuch rented acreege----20 acres of practices required---- 
75% of 20 or 15 acres of practices could consist of excess practices carried 
out on the "other" farm. A somewhat similar provision is effective in Califor- 
nia, except that a minimum acreage of practices must be carried out on the ~ 
farming unit, notwithstanding certain special reductions in amounts of prac= | 
tices required. Example: 40 acres of bests planted on such rented acreages-~ 
a minimum of 12.5% of 40 or 5 acres of practices must be carried out on the 
farming unit, although the total of required practices might be only 10 acres. 


Acreage Abandonment 


At harvest time the State committe should secure from suger companies and 

furnish to county committees lists showing the cases of acreage abandonment 
by counties. If possible these lists should show for each case the exact 

acreage and the cause of abandonment.

PART I - PREPARATION OF REGULAR APPLICATIONS 
The application shall be prepared with typewriter or indelible pencil. If 
am error is made on an application, the incorrect entry shall not be erased 
but shall be deleted by drawing a line through it and the correct entry shall 
be entered in the nearest available space. Any spaces for which there is no 
applicable entry may be left blank. 


SB-802-Farming Unit Report, SB-809-Listing Sheet, SB-7-Sugar Beet Marketing 
Report for the 1944 Crop, and in some cases SB-405-Supplement to Farming 

Unit Report, will be used in the preparation of the application. Form SB=405 
will be. prepared in accordance with instructions in SB-406A for each farming 
unit consisting of more than one tract as defined in instructions SB-806,. 


Forms SB-7 will be received from the State office.

Ail entries in Section III of the-application except items 4, 5, 15 and 16 
Smail be’ in tenths. Entries in-items 4, 15 and 16 shall be in hundredths, 
and the entry in item 5 shall be in thousandths. Entries in columns (2) 
and (3) of Section IV shall be in hundredths. Decimals shall be rounded 
according to the rule as used in previous sugar programs and as set forth 
in instructions SB-81l2. 


Applications should not be prepared in cases in which farming unit reports, 
wage claims or other‘ evidence on file indicate that the conditions for pay 
ment have not been fully met. iihere such conditions may have.been met but 
& particular matter is to be checked with the operator-producer before 
signatures are obtained, the application may be prepared but it must be 
properly flagged. Preparation of an application will begin with the entry 
of the required data in the upper right-hand corner. 


Section III. Computation of Payment. 


Entries must refer to sugar beets planted for harvest in the crop year 1944 
for the extraction of sugar, therefore, data on any sugar beets planted for 
livestock feed should be totally excluded. Data with respect to any sub- 
stantial amount of acreage which may have been seeded and abandoned by 

reason of neglect or deliberately destroyed to plant another crop should 

also be excluded’ go that such acreage will be eliminated from consideration 
in calculating yield per acre and in establishing records of production which 
might be of consequence in'future acreage allotments, It is not deemed nec- 
essary to revise planted acreage data in a case where a relatively small 
acreage is abandoned and not approved as bona fide abandonment,
